And as they 
led him away, they laid hold 


upon one Simon a Cyrenian, 
coming out of the countrey,

ed him a great company of 
people, and of women, who 
allo bewailed and lamented 
him. But Jeſus turning unto 
them,faid, Daughters of Jeru- 
falem, weep not,for me, but 
weep tor your ſelves, and for 
your children.
